diatricta (Melba, Maraing, BoMdaler Paxaa, VaUivue, Wilder, and 
Raapa) • Bua tranaportatlon vaa provided, Soae atudenta traveled 
ever 40 allea dally to participate in the program • At the a tart 
of the program a recreation night vaa held each week that featured 
lifetiH^ aporta activitieai but aa the program progreaaed, atudenta 
requeated that the recreation time be diacontinued and the regular 
acad«iic daaaea be subatitutad.

Care of the akin, makeup, and hair care were all included aa part 
of the courae* 

Voodahop and art were of intereat to both men and woman atudenta* 
Partidpanta not only learned the rudiment a of the courae, but alao 
were Intereated In projecta utiliaing pottery, wcod, painta, metal 
and other art madia* Bven though aome of the atudenta had worked 
long houra la the fielda, they enjoyed a daaa of phyaicd education 
at the doae of the evening daaaea* Baaketball, hockey, volleyball, 
tenda, and other gamaa were played*

Soma of tha summar migrant programs ara providing axtansiva and unusual fiald 
trips. Ona school system is taking all of thair alamantary school studants vho 
wish to participate and who hava thair parents* paxmission to a camp in tha 
mountains. Tha children are being taken in two groups. One week the boys went 
on Wednesday, spending Wednesday and Thursday nights and returning home on Friday 
afternoon. On the following week, the girls had the opportunity for the tame 
adventure. The director, some teachers, aides, and food preparation personnel 
accompanied the children. Another summer migrant program took its children to 
Yellowstone National Park for an overnight trip. Still another made an over- 
night journey to the Craters of the Hoon, and another made a day trip into the 
snow area so that the children could see and play in the snow. 

In nearly every classroom, an attempt was being made to provide sranury 
parceptual learning experiences by having things available to encourage children 

to touch, smell and taste as well as see and hear. There setms to be an effort 
to make learning more nearly a physically active than physically passive 
axpariance. 




In •«v«r«l elMtroomt, Ania«ls had bttn brought in for th« children to set 
and touch. A Inb, a puppy and aoma chickana vara obaarvad, all in diffarant 
elaaaroona* In othar daaaaa, intaraating axpariancaa with aniaala vara baing 
providad. Ona daaa vaa hatching duck agga and anothar daaa vaa aagarly await- 
ing tha arrival of aona baby guinaa piga. Many daaaaa had aquariuma. 

In aavaral achoola, daaaaa wara angagad in aprouting aaada, growing 
plant a in tha daaaroom, naking and planting tarrariuna, and varioua activitiaa 
with planta both from tha aciantific point oj: viav and alao aa a plaaaant 
hobby* 

Many taachara ara making an affort to ftailUrixa thair atudanta vith tha 
pro4ucta, gaography, hiatory and folUora of tha Stata of Idaho and ara dao 
ancouraging thair atudanta to tdk about thair homeatataa. 

In tha aarly gradaa, taachara vara obaarvad explaining fooda that vara ba- 
ing aatan in tha cafataria ba^:ora thair daaaat vant to lunch and then talking 
about them and vhat the food conaiated of and vhat farm producta vere uaed In 
their preparation after the daaa returned from lunch. 

One achool vaa making an attempt to femiliarisa tha older atudanta vith 
the agricultural production, harvaating, proceaaing, and uaea of aoma of the 
. cropa in vhich they and their femiliea had been involved. 




There aema to be general though not univeraal realisation among faculty 
and ataff that, in order to be appropriate or effective, a language development 
program muat be aequentid. The f irat atep in the aequency must be acquiring 
the ability to underatand the Engliah language and aecondly to be able to make 
original utterancea Independently. Both of theaa taaks ahould be accempliahed 
by the child before he begina to read in that language. Several of the dlatricta 
in tha atate aaen to be operating on thia premiae. 
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A vld« varlaty of eooBftreially prtpartd language davalopoant and languaga 
aequiiition programa ara baing uaad in tha diffarant diatrieta of tha atata.

Ivery Thursday evening is devoted to "fun" night. One Thursday will be a 
awlHiing party, another Thursday will be devoted to bowling, another to roller 
skating, and on every Thursday evening a number of teenagers are discovered who 
have never before participated in these particular activities. It is estimated 
that attendance on Thursday night is approximately 20 persons larger than on the 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday evening classes, but it is also estimated that 
many of those students who come for the first time on Thursday are Joining the 
program and becoming regular in their attendance of the more academic-type work. 

It is obvious tliat these students are receiving training and information 
which they not only enjoy but feel a real need for. The high attendance and 
the generally joyous atmosphere of the entire program provides strong testimony 
that this objective is being well met. 

18. IMPROVEMENT OP ACADEMIC SKILLS . 

lA most of the Local Education Agencies observed across the state, the 
improvoient of academic skills seemed to be the major thrust of the program. 
Some of the factors which apparently are bringing success to the achievment of 
this objective aret 

1* Small class loads for each teacher. 

2. An aide for nearly every teacher. 

3* The use of some non-traditional approaches, such as team-teaching, 
open classroom, limited or no use of standard, grade level textbooks.

State Department of Education, which would bring together those

a* A small conference with the media people who can assist with
